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MORGAN & C0. QUIT 
AS FISCAL AGENTS 
OF NEW HAVEN LINE 


No Reason Given, but Recurring 
Disastrous Wrecks Are Be- 
lieved to Be the Cause. 


PLACE BIG STEEL CAR ORDER 


Connecticut Hearing on Wallingford 
Crash Bares Gross Negligence 
on Part of Road. 


EMPLOYES OF “DON'T CARE” KIND 


New York, Sept. 5—J. P. Morgan & Co, 
served notice today upon the New York, New 


‘Haven and Hartford Railroad company of 


their intention to end their connection as 
fiscal agents of the road. This notice was 
made public by the New Haven's executive 
committee. : 

No reason was given by officials of the New 
Haven system for the action of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., fiscal agents of the road. 

Announcement of the withdrawal was made 
by the executive committee at the conclusion 
of its meeting today and some little time 
after J, P. Morgan had ieft for his summer 
home. 

Other members of the Morgan firm also had 
left the city for the week end and only con- 
jectures were offered as to the reasons for 
the action. 


Morgan Letter of Withdrawal. 

The letter notifying the committee of their 
intention to sever financial connections with 
the New Haven was presented by Mr. Morgan 
personally and was addressed to President 
Howard Filliott. The letter follows: 

In the existing fiscal agency agree- 
ment between ourselves and your com- 
pany it is provided that the arrangement 
shall continue until the lapse of ninety 
days after either party shall have given 
notice to the other of a desire to terminate 

We hereby notify you that it is our desire 
that the arrangements be terminated 
upon the lapse of ninety days from this’ 
date, or at such earlier date as shall be 
agreeable to you. 


Other Roads Lose Morgan. 

Action on the letter was deferred until the 
next meeting of the directors. Mr. Morgan 
told the executive committee that similar 
letters had been sent to the boards of direc- 
tors of the Boston and Maine and the Maine 
Central railroads, New Haven subsidiaries, 

President Elliott, who attended his first 
meeting of they executive committee of the 
New Haven system, declined to discuss the 
action of the Morgan firm, and referred au 
inquiries to Mr. Morgan. 

For many years the Morgan firm has acted 
as the financial agent of the New Haven 
road, and within the last few months it has 
undertaken to underwrite the issuance of 
$67,000,000 6 per cent debenture bonds, to 
be used principally for refunding purposes 
and for betterments and improvement work. 


Plan for Future Safety. 

Much of the committee’s time today was 
taken up with a discussion of the Walling- 
ford wreck. The committee voted to re- 
affirm its resolution, adepted by the direc- 
tors on Oct. 17, 1012, in which the president 
ot e company was instructed to cause the 
most searching investigation into the com- 
petency of engineers, and that there shall 
be nothing undone which in the judgment 
of himself and his associates will conduce to 
greater safety in the operation of the rall- 
road, and that there shall be no limitation 
placed upon the installation of signals, safety 
appliances, or anything else that will, in his 
judgment or that of his associates, improve 
the safety of paseenger travel upon this com- 
pany's lines.” 

The final paragraph of the reaffirmed reso- 
lution declares that the policy of this com- 
pany le that all passenger equipment pur- 
chased in the future shall be of all steal 

This resolution was first adopted soon after 
the Westport, Conn., wreck, in which sine 
persons were killed and fifty injured. 


New Signals Cost $365,000, 

President Elliott made a statement to the 
committee saying that on Wednesday, with- 
out knowledge of these resolutions, he had 
ordered the prosecution of the work of in- 
stalling signals between New Haven and 
Springfield pushed as rapidly as possible. 
The committee approved the expenditure of 
$865,000 for this purpose. 

After the committee meeting President N- 
liott said the company was expediting with 
all possible haste the construction of steel 


care. 

He remarked that tt was not due to any 
financial inability on the part of the road to 
secure steel car equipment more quickiy, but 
rather the inability of manufacturers to sup- 
ply their wants. Orders have already been 
placed, he said, for 211 steel passenger cars 
and orders for fifty more will be given ina 
few days 


Car Olub Demands Safety. 

The Car club, made up of wealthy men who 
commute between New England points and 
New York, has taken steps toward seeing 
that it be supplied with steel cars in sub- 
stitution for the wooden ones which it has 
doen using on the New Haven railroad,

The railway grade crossing claimed five 
more victims last night when the Dixie flyer 
on the Chicago and Eastern Illinois whirled 
through the crossing at State and One Hun- 
dred and Fifteenth streets, leaving in its 
wake an overturned and shattered motor car. 
The victims were the occupants of the auto- 
mobile. It is feared two of them may die. 

The crossing has neither bell, nor gates, nor 
flagman during the night A solitary flag- 
man guards the seven tracks during the day. 
The way runs at @ dangerous angle across 
State street. A depot of the Wacker & Birk 
Brewing company partially shuts out the 
view. 

Victims of mashup. 

The injured: 

Mrs., Mathilda Waeahistrom of 115 West 
One Hundred and Ninth street; skull fiac- 
tured, arm broken, and internally hurt; not 
expected to live. 

Miss Ruth Wehistrom, 19 years old, her 
daughter; both jaws broken and internally 
injured; may die. 

Marold Wahlistrom, 21 years old, a son; 
both shoulderblades fractured, leg broken. 

Lillend Wahistrom, 16 years old, an- 
other son; collarbone broken and scalp torn, 

Fred Bristol, 20 years old, 32 East One

Just Purchased Auto. 

Mrs. Wahistrom is the wife of David Wahl- 
strom, an employé of the Pullman company, 
and the automobile in which they were riding 
had been purchased less than a week ago. 
She and her daughter and the daughter's 
friend and the two sons had left home shortly 
before.

WARN CHILDREN AGAINST AUTOS 


Tries to Lessen Accidents and Fatali- 
ties by Giving Instructions for 
Crossing Streets, 


Mrs. Bila Flags Young. superintendent of 
schools, yesterday took measures to lessen 
the number of fatalities and accidents to 


school children by forwarding to all princi- 
pals and teachers of public schools instruc 
tions in crossing streets and avoidance es 
pecially of automobiles. 

According to the new plan of Mrs. Young, 


each principal will designate 4 sufficient 


time during next week to instruct children 


in avoiding accidents in which wagons, street 


cars, automobiles, and motorcycles are in- 
volved. 

Moving pictures showing accidents to pas- 
eéengers and pedestrians will be shown free 
of charge in all schools. The films are the 
property of the Chicago Railways company, 


which means to conduct a campaign of safe- 


ty to pedestrians. 
Mre. Young's suggestions to the children 
are as follows: 


1. Cross the street at regular crossings, not in the 
middie of the beck. During 1912 there were 
108 people killed at rallway and street oar cross- 
ings; 412 not using regular crossings were killed. 
Obey the police signals at crossings; one whistle 


means Go north and south ; two, “ Go east 


and west.“ 
Look in all directions before crossing the street. 
Do not cross in front of a moving Vehicle; wait 
until it has passed. 
Danger signals from automobiles and cars are 
meant for YOU. 
Roller skating in the roadway is forbidden by 
the ordinance of the city council. 

. Children should not hitch on any moving vehi- 
ele.

CAMINETTT GUILTY 
OF ‘SLAVE’ CHARGE 


Partner of Maury L Diggs in 
‘Reno ‘Escapade Faces 


Five Year Sentence, 


FREED ON $10,000 BAIL. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 5.—Furley Drew 
Caminetti, son of the United States com- 
missioher general of immigration, was found 
guilty late today on one count of the indict- 
ment charging him with violation of the 
Mann white slave traffic act. 

The jury was out three hours and took eight 
ballots. From the first the vote stood ten 
to two for conviction and @nally the two 
recaicitrants agreed to compromise by find- 
ing a verdict of guilty on one of the four 
counts charged. | 

Bail in the sum of $10,000 was furnished 
by Frank Freeman of Willows, Cal., and G. 
Bacigalupi of San Francisco, and was re-dy 
to be filed with the United States marshall 
when the verdict was announced. 


Will Be Sentenced Wednesday. 
Sentence will be pronounced next Wednes- 


day, the day set for sentencing Maury I. 


Diggs, jointly indicted with Caminetti and 
convicted on four counts. 

Caminetti took the verdict lightly, smiling 
a forced smile and nudging his brother 
jocularly. 

His mother and wife showed no emotion. 

Caminett! and Maury I. Diggs, former state 
architect of California, were jointly indicted 
on six counts and Diggs was found guilty on 
four of them, 

Because of the epecial circumstances sur- 
rounding Caminetti’s part in the flight from 
Sacramento, Cal. to Reno, Nev., with 
Marsha Warrington and Lola Norris the gov- 
ernment elected im the second trial to press 
only four counts. 

There remain over the heads of both Digge 
and Caminett! indictments charging con- 
spiracy to violate the act, but in view of the 
conviction on the stronger charge of actual 
violation the weaker indictments will not be 
pressed.

HOT SPRINGS FIRE 
LOSS $10,000,000; 
ALL CITY PERILED 


Three Hofels and Many Other 
Buildings Burned; Public 
Utility Plants Destroyed. 


GALE FANS CONFLAGRATION 


Firemen Called from Little Rock on 
Special Train; Business Blocks 
Razed by Dynamite. 


GOVERNOR ARRIVES TO COMMAND 


Hot Springs, Ark., Sept. 6, 1 a: m.—Fire 
which started early yesterday afternoon was 
slowly dying out at the foot of West moun- 
tain, the southern extremity of Hot Springs, 
at midnight after reducing to a smoldering 
maes of wreckage an area more than a mile 
in length and from seven to ten blocks wide 
in the eastern section of the city. 

The monetary loss is roughly estimated at 
51,000,000. 

Gov. Hayes arrived in Hot Springs late 
last night and probably will order a military 
patrol of the burned district this morning. 
United States troops also are expected from 
Little Rock to add to the guard on the mili- 
tary reservation. 


Business Houses and Homes Burned. 
In the path of the flames were manufac- 
turing houses, hotels, a number of the more 
pretentious residences, and public buildings. | 
It is estimated that 2,000 persons are home- 
less. So far as can be ascertained there were 
no fatalities. ’ 
Among the buildings destroyed were 
The city’s light, weter, and power 
plants. 
County courthouse. 
High school boliding. 
Park hotel. 
Moody hotel. i 
Princess hotel. 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain and South- 
ern railroad «tation and shops. : 
The Arkansas sanitarium. | 
Smaller buildings by the hundreds were re- 
duced to ashes. | 


Few Save Household Goods. 
Only a few of those whose homes were 
burned saved any of their household effects 
and gueste of the hotels gave little heed ta 
their valuables and luggase in their efforts 
to escape. 

Frail, wooden structures in the negro sec- 
tion, made more than ordinarily inflammable 
by an extended drouth, burned like tinder. 
Driven by a high wind the fire spread rapidly. 
Within fifteen minutes it was apparent that 
the fire fighting force of Hot Springs was 
adequate and an appeal was made to Lit- 
tle Rock for aid. Apparatus and men were 
sent, but the fire was then beyond control. 

Dynamite was resorted to when it was 
apparent that water would be of no avail, 
but this also failed to check the progress of 
the flames 

Save Main Business Section. 

The burned district for some distance skirts 
the main buéiness section and several times 
the shifting winds headed the fire for the 
principal businedés section, but each time the 
free use of explosives and an opportune 
change in the wind saved it. ' 

Before nightfall the task of checking the 
flames was abandoned and the combined fire 
fighting forces turned their efforts toward 
keeping the fire away from the center of the 
city. This much was accomplished. 

The city at midnight was in darkness ex- 
cept for the glow of the dying fire, which 
cast shadows over a scene of desolation. 

Warly in the evening Mayor McClendon 
ordered all saloons closed and called a mass 
meeting of citizens at the city hall. Two 
hundred and fifty special officers were sworn 
in to patrol the fire swept district. There was 
no disorder. : 

All Homeless Given Shelter. 

All the homeless have been cared for tem- 
porartly and plans have been started to sys- 
ternatize the work of succor tomorrow. Many 
offers of assistance in fire fighting apparatus,

opened up his murderous fusillade, and seven 
others of twenty wounded succumbed today.

Wagner previously had killed his wife and 
four children in the nearby town of Deger- 
loch, and then game to Muehlhausen to con- 
tinue bis deadly work. 

When Wagner finally was overpowe. I by 
infuriated townspeople, badly injured by 
blows from clubs and wounds from pitch- 
forks it was believed that he was insane. 

Although Wagner's arm had to be ampu- 
tated because of wounds, his condition is said 
not to be dangerous. He had 300 cartridges 
in his possession when he opened fire upon 
the townspeople, and of these he fired eighty. 

When Wagner entered Muehlhausen it was 
not known that he was a fugitive murderer. 
It was only after the wild scenes had been 
enacted here that the polfce went to his 
apartment in Degerloch, where he has been 
teaching, and found the bodies of his wife 
and children.

These books, it 
is said, are safe in the vaults. 

It was anticipated, however, that the books 
now missing would bé taken before a grand 
jury later, as they contained evidence of fis- 
cal transactions in which there are alleged to 
have been irregularities.

Railroad experts listened with unconceaied 
horror as, one by one, the twenty witnesses 
called by the interstate commerce commis- 
sioner, Charles MeChord, ranging from the 
lowest employee who had figured in the 
deadly wreck to General Manager C. L. 
Bardo, were bed, under the careful question- 
ing of Chief Inspector H. W Belnap of the 
federal commission to make admissions of 
the most damaging nature; to point out as 
plain undeniable facts physical and other de- 
fects of the gravest nature in the New 
Haven d system, and then to shrug their 
shoulders in impotent despair when asked to 
suggest some method of remedying the cry- 
ing abuses or to explain why remedial meas- 
ures of safety that bad been proved succese- 
ful by other railroade had not been adopted 
by the New Haven. 

Ban Past Danger Signals. 

First and foremost, it was brought out that 
the White Mountain exprese that crashed 
into the Bar Harbor train not only had run 
past a danger signal at that point, but that 
it had run past signals aleo further back on 
its trip; and that the Bar Harbor train itself 
hed done the same thing. Running past dan- 
ger signale—which has been characterized by 
officials of the road as the greatest crime that 
can be committed from a railroad point of 
view—was found in the hearing to be a most 
frequent occurrence on the New Haven. 

By admission of the road's own employés, 
that wes an occurrence that took place at 
least once on every trip and three times on 
the night of the North Haven wreck by the 
two trains concerned. n 

Speed, it was testified, was a matter left 
to the judgment of the individual engineefs 
themselves. In the early foggy morning just 
preceding the wreck, it was brought out, no 
less than six trains passed Wallingford, three 
miles above the wreck scene, in thirty-two 
minutes; and the crew of no one of them had 
received any information from the train die- 
patcher of the number ahead or how close 
) they were running together. 

Running Over 50 Miles an Hour, 

The death dealing White Mountain fler 
itself, it was shown, instead of speeding at 
the rate of 36 or 40 miles an hour, as testified 
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mitted that despite the rule requiring him

just before the wreck. 

Moreover, it was brought out that the dis- 
astrous trip that ended in the wreck of the 
Bar Harbor express was Adams’ first run 
with a passenger train. 

As for Augustus B. Miller, the engineer 
in charge of the White Mountain flyer that 
crashed into the train ahead, it was brought 
out that Miller himself was a man known in 
the parlance of the road as a red letter 
man,“ one who had been taken to task for 
running past signals before, and that he had 
before been disciplined for that offense. 


Ignored Safety Appliances. 

Slipshod methods of insurances of safety 
were further laid bare in the disclosure that 
when the White Mountain express left 
Springfield it left with one of its cars lack 
ing air brake connections and with a broken 
Ibrake beam. This fact was known alike to 
the conductor, the engineer, and the in- 
spsctor who made the discovery and notified 
the other two. 

Conductors, engineers, and flagmen, ac- 
cording to the rules, were obliged to com- 
pare the time of day with each other, but 
there was no requirement obliging the flag- 
men to carry watches, and Murray, the flag- 
man of the wrecked Bar Harbor train, testi- 
fied that he had none.

McCormick Says Public Realizes Need 
for Prosecutions.

It makes no difference to me 
if Republicans, Democrats, Progressives, or 
Socialists are involved. 


Issue Up to Every Citizen. 

“Tf a man were to rush into some mer- 
cantile establishment and steal $30,000, the 
whole city would be aroused. Why should 
not citizens’ show equal indignation over the 
theft of 80,000 votes? In this case the con- 
science of every honest person is touched to 
the extent of supporting Mr. Northup in his 
work. | 

Every man who is not in favor of this 
fund is in favor of undermining the founda- 
tions of all our institutions which rest upon 
the integrity of the ballot.” 

The contributions received during the day 
for the most part were small. ranging from 
$1 to $10. They came from business men in 
all sections of the city, from La Salle street 
brokers, from Evanston, from adherents of 
the Sullivan faction of the Democracy, who 
attacked the commissioners of that clan who 
have been supporting Bartzen's opposition, 
and from citizens who urged a thorough 
cleaning up of the November election mess.

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BAR U. S. AID FR 
CHICAGO RIVERS 


War Engineers Report Im- 
provement of Two Chan- 
nels Is Not Justified. 


ANSWERS CALUMET PLEA. 


Removal of Obstructions and 
Opening of Sanitary Canal to 
Navigation Urged. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.—[Special.)—. 
The Chicago and Calumet rivers and their 
branches are not worthy of further exten- 
sive improvement under existing conditions, 
according to the engineers of the war de- 
partment. Until these conditions change any 
improvements must be undertaken by the 
city of Chicago. 

The engineers also propose that before the 
government undertakes further development 
of these rivers Chicago shall transfer the 
sanitary canal and ite branches to the Unit- 
ed States for navigation purposes but shall 
co,itinue to maintain the channels. 

The attitude of the engineers is disclosed 
in a report adverse to the improvement of 
the Little Calumet river which was made 
to ccngress today by the war department. 


Report to Congress Next Week. 

It appears that thie verdict of the engi- 
neers is contained tn the report of the survey 
of Chicago harbor and tributary waters 
which is to be made to congress next week. 
Anticipating the publication of that report 
Gen. Rosell, the new chief of engineers, 
quotes therefrom a passage to illustrate his 
reasons therefrom the Little Calumet im- 
provemem project. The passage follows: 

While the board of river and harbor engi- 
neers beiieves that the additional improve- 
ment outiined by the district officer for the 
various branches of the Chicago and Calumet 
rivers would generally be desirable from a 
commercial point of view and may well be 
included in a comprehensive scheme for a 
system of interior Waterways in this locality, 
it does not consider additional works proper 
objects for government expenditure. 


Wants All-Obstructions Removed. 

“It would seem inadvisable to extend the 
existing projects for these interior water- 
ways at least until such time as one or more 
of them shall form a part of a through sys- 
tem of waterways, freed as far as possible 
from the obstructions to navigation caused 
by municipal requirements. If undertaken 
at this time these extensions should be de- 
veloped and maintained at local expense. 

The obstructions to which the engineers 
refer include center pier bridges and abut- 
ments which encroach on the channels of the 
rivers.

Sidney Foote, 
another member of the quintet, has but one 
leg. The other boys are Richard George, 
Ben Bentola, and William Toy.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.— [Special. ]}— 
The president is displeased with the war 
talk in which the secretary of war and the 
chief of staff indulged on their transconti- 
nental inspection trip just ended. 

The remarks attributed to Secretary Gar- 
rison and Maj. Gen. Wood are to the effect 
that special legislation is necessary to im- 
prove the military establishment; that there 
is need of a reserve force or voluntary army 
of 500,000 or 600,000 men; that the enlistmen.:- 
period in the army should be reduced from 
four years to one year; that the army is 
sadly lacking in a reserve supply of war 
material; that there is defective organiza- 
tion which makes it impossible for this coun- 
try to adequately confront an enemy; and 
that there is general inefficiency throughout 
the military establishment in the matter of 
preparedness for war. 


Return to Capital Advised. 

These allusions led the president to tele- 
graph Secretary Garrison that the remarks 
attributed to himself and Gen. Wood con- 
atituted an embarrassment to the adminis- 
tration. The president suggested that if the 
two officials found it impossible to refrain 
from war talk they had better return to 
Washington. 


Mexican Agent Coming. 

Manuel De Zamacona e Inclan, former 
Mexican ambassador to the United States, 
will endeavor to carry forward in Washing- 
ton the negotiations between the Huerta ad- 
ministration and the United States for a solu- 
tion of the revolutionary problem. 

Sefilor Zamacona comes to continue the ne- 
gotiations begun with John Lind, but his 
ultimate object is to obtain a loan for the 
Mexican government. 


American Faced Death? 

El Paso, Tex., Sept. 5—According to a 
special to the Herald, George Reed, former 
manager of the Pacific Mining and Smelting 
company at Buena Ventura, Chihuahua, has 
reached Douglas, Ariz., after a narrow escape 
from hanging by Mexican rebels. 


Reed says he was captured by a band of } 


rebel bandits while trying to get out of the 
country, strung up to a tree @nd told that 
he could either hang there and die or pay 
2.000 and be released. He paid, he said. 


Yaquis Threatening Americans? 

Nogales, Ariz.. Sept. 5.—The Yaquis of 
Sonora have begun to threaten Americans. 
This information reached the border today 
from independent American sources, It was 
reported that a notice ta leave the country 


had been posted on property of the Richard- } 


son Construction company, an American 
corporation with holdings in the Yaqui river 
district. The warning was signed by three 
Yaqui chiefs. 

The demand of the Yaquis for the imme- 
diate return of their lands, taken from them 
during the presidency of Porfirio Diaz, has 
been repeated. Much of the former Indian 
land has been colonized by Americans. 

During former Yaqui risings there never 
has been hostility or harm to foreigners.

ELECTRICAL INDUSTRY NEEDS 
HUGE SUM, SAYS VANDERLIP. 


New York Banker Urges Investment 
ef $8,000,000 a Week for Five 
Years—Speaks at Convention. 


Sacketts Harbor, N. V., Sept. 5-—Eight 
million dollars a week for five years—€2,000,- 
000,000 in all—can profitably be invested in 
developing the electrical industry in this 
country, in the opinion of Frank A. Vander- 
lip, president of the National City bank of 
New York. Mr. Vanderlip so declared to- 
night in addressing representatives of the 
electrical industry in the United States, meet- 
ing at Association island. 

In making such an estimate one does 
not need to draw on one’s imagination,” Mr. 
Vanderlip said. Little more is needed than 
a grasp of present day statistics, compared 
with those of five or ten years ago, to give 
the basis for such an estimate. 

When we think what is certain to be done 
in the way of electrification of steam rail- 
road terminals and heavy mountain grades; 
when we reflect on the larger use of electrt- 
cal energy for industrial power, in agricul- 
tural uses, and in the ccntinued growth of 
necessary interurban lines, we do not need 
to look further into the possible develop- 
ment of the industry to see a requirement for 
$400,000,000 a year of new capital. 

“That means an $8,000,000 new capital 
issue every week for the next five years. It 
ia such a capital requirement that you gen- 
tlemen are facing and which must be suc- 
cessfully met if your energies are to have 
an adequate field of display.“

Two Natives Stab Director of 
Political Bureau of For- 
eign Office 
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PLAN TO REBUKE CHINA. 


Emperor Holde Conference on 
Slaying of Subjects in 
Nearby Republic. 


TOKIO, Japan, Sept. 5.—An attempt was 


made -today to assassinate Moritaro Abe, 
director of the political bureau of the Jap- 
anese foreign office. He was stabbed in the 
abdomen and is suffering from a severe 
wound. 

The attack came while Mr. Abe was walk- 
ing home from the foreign office early today. 
He had reached a point opposite the Amer- 
ican embassy, when two young men ran out 
of an alley toward him. One of them seized 
him by the shoulders while the other plunged 
a short sword into his abdomen. Both of 
them escaped. 


Plan Course Against Chinese. 
TOKIO, Jepan, Sept. 5.—The Japanese 
premier, Count Sombei Yamamoto, left 
for Nikko today to report to the emperor of 
Japan on tbe shooting of a number of Japa- 
nese subjects during the fighting between 
the Chinese government troops and the 
southern rebels in Nanking.

After learning of Brown's action and his 
claims of representing bondholders W. W. 
Gurley. general counsel for the Chicago 
Railways, denounced Brown's motives. Of- 
foers of the Chicago Railways Protective 
association also repudiated Brown. 

By reason of the financial condition of the 
road, according to Attorney Brown, the 
bondholders are not properly protected, and. 
therefore, seck to prevent the parment of 
dividends on participation certificates until 
the bonded obligations of the company are

Acoording to the notice the compeny’s 
mortgage indebtedness amounts to $90,084,- 
611, as against a valuation of the company’s 
property at $77,488, 400.

ERICH VON GOLDSCHMIDT-ROTHSCHILD. 
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NEW YORK JURIST ACCUSED 
OF MISUSING HIS AUTHORITY. 


Associate Justice Burr Charged with 
Deciding Case in Which He Once Ap- 
peared ag Attorney. 


New York, Sept. 5.—[{Special.J—Serious 
charges against Associate Justice Joseph A. 
Burr of the Appellate division of the Supreme 
court and his former law partner, Robert H. 
Wilson, are made by Justice Joseph A. Scud- 
der of the Brooklyn Supreme court in a 
memorandum handed down today. 

Justice Burr is accused of having sat as a 
judge in a case wherein he had previously 
acted as an attorney. Lawyer Wilson is 
charged with having deceived the Court of 
Appeals, violated the confidential relation 


| of attorney and client, and acted as attor-

Mr. Wilson says Justice Scudder is wrong, 
both as to law and facts. He says he did not 
deceive the court and consistently represent- 
ed the litigants by whom he was originally 
retained. It was Mr. Wilson who headed a 

mmittee of the bar association which com- 
pained last spring of Justice Scudder’s man-

PROTECTING THE BIRDS. 

The much contested clause in the tariff 
bill forbidding the importation of bird plu- 
mage except for scientific and educational 
purposes was finally adopted by the senate. 
All the pressure to draw the teeth out of 
the provision, which was brought to bear by 
a powerful lobby representing a score or 80 
of the leading millinery importers in New 
York, failed. The ruthless slaughter of 
birds will by the passage of this law be 
greatly reduced. 

The adoption of this clause in the tariff 
is a notable victory not alone for the Audu- 
bon society, which put up a strong cam- 
paign against this slaughter of birds, but 
also for American womanhood at large. It 


- shows that the women and men of this coun- 


try are beginning to realize that there is 
infinitely more beauty in seeing a live bird 
in the woods or gardén than seeing a dead 
wing of that bird on a woman's hat. 

Apparently the movement for common 
sense in woman's dress is coming into its 
ewn in the United States. 


A VIVID EPISODE. 

The arrest of Mr. William Travers Je- 
rome for playing a little game of penny 
ante to break the tedium of professional 
inaction is a painful international episode. 
It is another unhappy reminder that our 
neighbors to the north cherish anything but 
a neighborly feeling toward us, our eus- 
toms, and our sacred institutions. The fre- 
quent cases of trouble over the display of the 
stars and stripes north of the border should 
have warned Mr. Jerome of the spirit in 
which his innocent and public recourse 
to the national pastime would be misun- 
derstood and resented. There seems to be 
a most regrettable lack in Canada of that 
sittlichkeit upon which Lord Haldane relies 
for the perpetuation of peace among Anglo- 
Saxons. 

The incident also throws a vivid ray on 
the career of Jerome, a philosopher who did 
not consent to trudge the dusty road to 
fame while there was green in the hedges 
and cool under the bough, a lover of life 
who would not be ambition’s slave. He 
might have been governor of New York. 
Mr. Sulzer must look wistfully upon the 
picture of William Travers Jerome, play- 
ing his innocuous game of penny ante in the 
, cool September sunshine. 


FRIENDLY CRITICISM. 

Mr. John V. Farwell is one of the leading 
students of currency reform whose attitude

“If it were found that gas was leaking from 
a few jets in Chicago it would be poor 
policy to shut down the whole plant.“ Un- 
due discounting should be checked at its 
source without checking discounts where 
they are still within safe limits and a need 
of legitimate enterprise. 


DOOMING A MILLION. 

When the schools of the country opened 
their doors the other morning to receive 
the children's army there were 1,000,000 
boys and girls missing. They failed to au- 
swer the call of the school bell at 8:30 be- 
cause they had auswered the call of the 
factory whistle at 7. 

One million children under 16, who should 
have been in school when the bell rang, 
have been swallowed up by industry, Ac- 
cording to Owen R. Lovejoy, secretary of 
the national child labor committee, nearly 
all these 1,000,000 boys and girls are doomed 
toa life of poverty, wretchedness, or crime. 
All the girls and nearly nine-tenths of the 
boys under 16 who go to work, Mr. Lovejoy 
asserts, and cites statistics to prove his as- 
sertion, are entering low wage industries. 
Their lack of education combined with ten- 
der constitutions such as they must have 
at so young a period, makes them fit for 
blind alley occupations only... They-grow 
up into manhood without trades and with 
poor physical health. 

Much has been said about the deficiency 
of our school system. Nothing, however, 
condemns it so strongly as the 1, 000, 000 
handicapped boys and girls who are allowed 
to dritt into occupations, to drift into life, 
alone and unaided, with a miserable educa- 
tion and no advice. bier 

In the face of these 1,000,000 childre 
what argument can prevail against the in 
sistent gall for vocational training and vo- 
cational guidance in public schools? The 
schools of the country must extend their 
influence and activity so as to give chil- 
dren not merely a book education but also 
practical help in determining on the voca- 
tion they are to follow, or else stand con- 
demned as backward and inefficient.

CRAMPS. 

T this season of the year cramps of 
one sort or another are frequently 
complained of. Some of these 
cramps are heat cramps. Overheat- 
ing, short of heat exhaustion, causes 

cramps. Not infrequently the man, feeling 
himself getting too hot, will drink water 
freely, and when soon after the overheat- 
ing shows itself by cramps the man lays it 
to the water.’ The fact is, the water tried its 
best to ward off the cramps, but the heat 
had already got in its work. 

We have so long been accustomed to judg- 
ing iceboxes by the nickel trimmings thet 
we have got an idea that a few attacks of 
cramps each summer from slightly spoiled 
food cannot be avoided. They are not ex- 
ceedingly bad—a few hours of pain and 
then a few hours to recover from the ex- 
haustion, a dose of blackberry brandy or of 
cholera mixture; the ailment is not ex- 
tremely serious, and there ia no way to 
prevent it. 

Why worry? If iceboxes kept the tem- 
perature of food at 50 or below and food 
inspection were a little better, cramps 
in summer time need not be inevitable. 

— 

Several years ago a Chicago physician 
concluded that children should not be hav- 
ing cramps so frequently. Spoiled food did 
not account for all of the cases. He looked 
into the soda water question. He found 
that much of the soda water and the bottled 
waters contained enough lead to produce 
cramps in those who drank such drinks 
often. 

The health departments began an inves- 
tigation and found that soda fountain prac- 
tices were not what they should be. Un- 
derneath the counter was not so clean as on 
top of it. 

I read in the Fort Wayne papers that 
their health department has been busy 
forcing the fountains to be as clean below 
as above, or tlean enough to save health. 

The more important finding of the health 
department was that the pipes, both in foun- 
tains and in bottled water factories, were 
so constructed as to allow carbonic acid 
to come in contact with lead. In some of 
the pop bottles the cap*exposed the lead 


If every member of congress could be com- 
pelled to read the short article in September 
McClure’s written by Mr. Frederick Palmer, 
the war correspondent, the result would be 
a more intelligent attitude toward military | 
preparedness and a more respectful recer- 
tion of expert military opinion. 

Also the article should be sent to all 
Americans suffering from curable forms of 
utepian pacifism. The patients then would 
realize the ludicrous ignorance disclosed by 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie's celebrated strate- 
gical plan to deal with an invading force by- 
enticing it inland as far as possible and then 
annihilating it with “a hundred thousand 
sharpshooters.” 

Mr. Carnegie’s proposition, ridiculous as it 
is to any one who knows what modern war is, 
nevertheless is based on a fallacy in which 
most Americans, even educated Ameri- 
cans, abide, This fallacy is based on school 
readings of history and a theory of war as 
it was fought at Lexington and Bunker 
Hill, or at Gettysburg at the latest. The 
ly amusing notion that we can fight a 
war in the twentieth century with minute 
men becomes serious when it prevents us 
from knowing the truth and preparing to 
meet actual conditions. What is needed is 
exactly the facts so effectively set forth by 
Mr. Palmer, who is fresh from the latest 
war. 

Mr. Palmer entities his article “ The 
Most Up to Date Business—War,” and in 
it he brietly aud vividly marshals some of 
the facts which Have so changed warfare 
that a modern battle is less like Gettysburg 
than Gettysburg was like Fontenoy, or per- 
haps Philippi. For instance, at Gettysburg 
the battle line was two and a half miles 


to the action of the gas. Whoever drank 
this water got a dose of lead. Sometimes 
the dose was heavy enough to cause cramps,

Carlson of the University of Chicago has 
been investigating lead poisoning. He finds 
that carbonate of lead, the kind found in 
charged water, is the most poisonous kind. 
He advises that in the lead industries sul- 
phate of lead be used instead of the car- 
bonate, and in addition, that all proper meas- 
ures be taken to keep the air free from lead 
dust, and that the best of facilities be pro- 
vided for keeping the hands clean. 

The suggestion from Carlson which is of 
most value to soda water drinkers is that 
milk will prevent poisoning with lead. In 
other words, if you will drink milk com- 
pounds, carbonated waters will not hurt you, 
even though they contain lead. 


HAS MUCUS COLITIS. 

F. A. M. writes: Will you please state 
what the mucus that leaves with or shortly 
before the stool is? Can you tell what the 
cause of it is? Is it undigested food or a se- 
cretion of the intestines? Is it that which 
causes gas to form?“

by the intestinal wall. Mucus colitis develops in

Lord Louth: was born at sea on board his 
father’s famous yacht Pilgrim, whence his 
odd Christian name of Pilgrim and his mem- 
bership of the East London parish of Step- 
ney. 

According to laws dating from the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, all British subjects born 
at sea under the English flag have their 
births entered in the register of the Thames 
riverside parish of Stepney. 

Stepney in those days was one of the prin- 
cipal anchorages of the great port of Lon- 
don. 

This law sometimes leads to a peculiar 
condition of affairs. There is an Australian 
statesman, now holding the position of pre- 
mier in one of the states of the gmenmon- 
wealth, whose birth, like that of his father 
before him, had been registered at Stepney, 
although neither of them had ever set foot 
in England until the younger of the two

In 1583 Queen Elizabeth appointed Sir Val- 
entine Browne surveyor of escheated lands 
in Ireland. Five years later he purchased 
from Donald Baril df Glencare many of the 
latter’s lands and manors in the counties 
of Kerry and Cork, and subsequently ob- 
tained from James I., who was fond of him, 
& grant of all the estates of Lord Glencare 
when that peer died intestate without issue. 

The grant, which bears the sign manual 
of King James and the date of 1682, ex- 
pressly stipulates that it includes “ the lake 
of Killarney, with all the islands in the same, 
and the fisheries of the said lake, and the

For a time all these great possessions of 
land and water belonging to the Brownas 
were confiscated, owing to their loyalty to 
James II. and to the Stuarts—that is to say, 
the Jacobite cause.

Its organ- 
ization is by no means adequate to meet tne 
needs of the teaching profession of this country, 
The committees which are investigating educa- 
tional problems are of different types and differ- 
ent degrees of energy and efficiency. ‘jome necd 
money and would use it productively. Otners 
give no evidence of ability to use either time or 
money properly. 

“The general board of directors which deals 
with these various committees has a curious 
way of making appropriations in some direc- 
tions and finding it impossible to support orher 
lines of work. . 

“If the money of. this endowment is to be 
adequately expended there must be back of the 
endowment an association with a perfectly clear 
definition of its own policies and of its relation 
to other agencies which throughout the nation 
are undertaking to promote educational investi- 
gation and educational publication.

Women voters to accomplish any- 
ey must necessarily adopt nonpartisan poli- 
cies.” 

These statements were made yesterday by 
H. M. Bowman in an address to the members 
of the Woman's Party of Cook County in the 
café in Lincoln park. The said the 
women should profit by the example of the 
men who have adhered to certain parties and 
not make the mistake themselves. 

“You have seen what the men have done with 
partisanship,” he said, “and now since you have 
been enfranchised you never should go into any 
eleg¢tion from a personal viewpoint. - Partisan- 
ship means bias. The present tendency is from 
the old partisan standpoint and toward the cor- 
rect solution of all legislative matters 
nonpartisanship. 

“With the women who have come into the 
ballot their interest in elections is largely «a 
matter of bread and butfer. The women are 
the economists of the family, and they know 


that certain men in office are going to bring : 


them better conditions than others.” 
— 

As soon as Mr. Bowman had concluded his 
talk Mrs. Charlotte Rhodus, president of the 
party, announced that discussions were in or- 
der. Mrs. Laura G. Fixen, who attended the 
international suffrage congress in Budapest, 
Was the first one *to respond, 

“TI have yet to learn what the difference is 
between a Republican and a Democrat,” she 
said. “I have asked 100 men, and th can’t 
tell me. I will give $10 to any one who can 
give me an intelligent distinction between them. 
The only difference I can see between them is 
spat one of them is in office and the other one 
s out. 

“We have the ability and power as nonparti- 
san women voters to overrun any power in 
Cook county when we set ourselves against ft. 
We are going to measure up in great strength 
at the elections, not for any party or platform 
because of a party, but for the best man any 
party has to offer. It doesn't matter from what 
party a man is; if he is the best man for office 
he gets the votes of the women.” 

Mrs. Esther Falkenstein also pleaded for non- 
partisan interest in elections, and the women 
present agreed with the sentiment. The meet- 
ing is the last open air session the party will 
hold during the summer. 

— 

Loop district workers, with an hour or 80 off 
for lunch, yesterday crowded the room at 19 
West Jackson boulevard to attend the second 
of the series of noonday meetings held under 
the auspices of the Progressive Woman's league. 

The persons attending—and they included 
young men and women clerks in downtown of- 
fes and men “higher up” in banks and other 
business institutions—showed keen interest. 

State Representative F. S. Munro said the leg- 
islature welcomed the women because the wom- 
en are idealists, and as such tney could bring 
abeut many reforms men could never achieve.

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Emerson Hough's 
Rollicking Farce.

HEN Emerson Hough forsook his 

beaten historical track and plunged 

into the jolly, rollfcking way of “ THE 

LADY AND THE PIRATE” he did 

very well, indeed, for this latest book, 
full of youth and sparkle and romance, is as a 
refreshing lake breeze to the novel smothered 
reader. There is quite a bit of substance to 
it, and yet it is a simple tale of a man who 
has tasted some of the bitterness of misan- 
thropy, though not enough to kill the hidden 
boyishness of his nature nor to check the re- 
sponse to the thrill of high adventure. 

In fact he is so much of a boy that he can 
go a-pirating with two very youthful exemplars 
of that rather dangerous calling and be so much 
one of them, so thoroughly winning their ap- 
proval as to receive at their hands the satis- 
factory title of “ Black Bart,” bestowed because 
it sounded like “a awful desper't name.” It 
is a gallant expedition, this of the man, the 
dog, and the two lads, conducted strictly ac- 
cording to “The Pirate's Own Book.“ though 
the man somehow always manages to intercede 
successfully before any blood is spilled or any 
victim compelled to walk the plank. And he 
has, as well, a surreptitious way of secretly 
paying for things that the younger pirates have 
raided with true piratical high handedness. The 
re- adventure comes, however, when the bold 
buccaneers actually capture a yacht on the Mis- 
sissippi and make off with her down the broad 
river, escaping, in spite of continuous pursuit. 
into the great gulf. There is adventure for a 
man or for young pirates. 

To the reader the fact that the yacht was 
the man’s own and that the captured “lady 
fair,” who, with her aunt, was the sole guest 
on board, was his sweetheart and the aunt of 
one of the bloodthirsty young villains, simply 
adde charm. The resultant wooing, conducted 
along strictly piratical tactics, seasoned with 
highly exciting episodes of chase and escape, 
and explosive experiences with the sometimes 
necessarily restrained pirates, forms a tale of 
mock herote caliber that is a joy to read. Oc- 
casionally ft is a bit overdone, but those spots 
are forgetten in the genuine pleasure in the 
whole effect—there is such a deep understand- 
ing of boyish nature, such a glowing spirit of 
real adventure, such a curious combination of 
primitive instinct and modern sophistry in the 
wooing, that gives the book a real individuality 
—not too common a possession in these days 
of multitudes of books. If any one loves boys 
or pirates or whimsicéal love stories he can 
surely read this book of Emerson Hough's with 
true inner delight, for the author has shown a 
master hand tn the delineation of these themes.

Exquisite is the term best suited from every 
viewpoint to describe E. Temple Thurston's 
latest book, “The OPEN WINDOW.”

Records of a Sunny Life.

RS. ISABEL C. BARROWS has writ- 

ten a biography of her husband, the 

late Samuel June Barrows. The work 

is most appropriately entitied “A 

EUNNY LIFE” (Little, Brown & Co.). 
for not only was the life of Mr. Barrows 
“unbroken sunshine,” but he had a capacity for 
friendship that is given to few men and a per- 
sonality that radiated sunsinne and happiness 
on all who come in contact with him. Al- 
though at his death Mr. Barrows was one of 
the leading penologists of the countrty, he had 
served his country and fellow man in many 
and various ways, for he was private secretary 
to William H. Seward when the latter was 
secretary of state, was minister, editor, con- 
gressman, and secretary of the Prison Asssocia- 
tion of New York, which office he was filling at 
the time of his death. Like many another 
American who has achieved distinction, he be- 
gan to work for a minimum wage, but he was 
versatile as are few of those customarily de- 
scribed as being self-made, and he possessed 
the catholicity of taste and interests enjoyed 
only by the highly cultured. — 

Mr. Barrows found his real work when he be- 
came secretary of tthe Prison Association of 
New York, to which he devoted the last ten 
years of his life, doing everything in his power 
to bring about a better code of penal laws and 
to improve the construction of prisons. But he 
interested in the prisoners 
themsel and was especially concerned for 
the fate of their families. There was no limit 
to his thies, as there was no way of 
measuring his capacity for friendship. He pos- 
sessed a rare power of attracting and stimu- 
lating every person with whom he came in oon- 
tact and was as much beloved in Burope as 
among. his associates in this country. His lov- 
able personality pervades every page of Mrs. 
Barrows’ narrative dnd renders it stimulating 
and vital to a degree seldom attained in biog- 
raphies.

History is like a many faceted jewel, ever 
turning new faces to be investigated by her ad- 
mirers. Louis A. Barbe, in “IN BYWAYS OF 
SCOTTISH HISTORY,” has handled in pleasant 
fashion some very unusual incidents of a land 
rich in unusual history. In the twenty chapters 
there is much of the interesting and unexpected, 
none of it particularly significant, but all per- 
sonally attractive. Mary Queen of Scots is 
dealt with not in the ordinary stereotyped fash- 
ion—she is made a living personality, and we 
have her as she was, not as a figurehead for the 
performance of the acts credited to her.

BILITY always finds a market place. 
Don't you know that? Don't you feel 
that no matter what you do, if you have 
real ability, you will always be able to 
dispose of your work? The fear of al- 
most all of the women who might like to work 
at home and earn some money is that they will 
invest much time and perhaps a good deal of 
money, and that they will not get any returns

As the foremost golfing au- 
thority in England, Mr, Darwin’s 
account of the final match today 
between Travers and Anderson

BY BERNARD DARWIN. 

Garden City, N. T., Sept. 5.—[{Spectal.jJ— 
Today supplied blessed relief in the shape of 
weather. Following a tremendous deluge last 
night, it was a cool, gray English day with the 
ground pleasant, fresh and green from the 
rain. 

The two matches in the semi-finals round 
were between Evans and Anderson, Travers 
and Herreshoff. Evans was palpably nerv- 
ous for a long while but, changing his alumi- 
num putter fora cleek, he became reasonably 
steady on the greens, ending the first round, 
2up. This match was marked, I venture to 
think, by far too much safety play with iron 
from the tee. Both players are fine straight 
strikere with wooden clubs, and, while there 
was no wind to make driving difficult, yet 
time and again they took irons. Once or 
twice this caution defeated its own end, for 
being left with too long seconds, they had to 
take to the wood through the green From 
the onlooker’s point of view this extreme 
carefulness makes rather a dismal business 
of the game. 


Travers Sticks to Irons. 

Travers also stuck to iron from the tee, but 
he has good reason to do so since he has no 
confidence at all in wood. Besides, he has an 
exceptional génius for hitting full shots with 
his iron. The way in which he can keep the 
ball low and make it run shows wonderful 
mastery over the club. Herreshoff drives a 
long carrying ball with his wooden club, but 
as regards total distance he could gain noth- 
ing appreciable from Travers. 

For some time the two kept very level, 
both making some mistakes. Coming home 
Herreshoff struck a bad streak of play. 
Travers ran off with hole after hole and stood 
6 up at the fifteenth tee. Then, to givea 
touch of variety to the entertainment, he hit 
two balle off the extreme heel of his mashie 
into the pond ih front of his nose. Travers 
has certainly the right temperament for golf. 
At the time he smiled broadly and passed on 
quite unconcerned, but soon after out of the 


- window, I saw him practicing this particular 


shot over and over again. 


Champion Beats Herreshoff. 

The Travers-Herreshoff match was soon 
ever in the afterrioon. Herreshoff made a 
gallant spurt in the middle of the round, but 
Travers never let matters get really critical. 
Proverbial holes falling away “ like snow 
off a dyke "’ seem to have no terrors for him. 
Indeed, his nature is to play the infintely dan- 
gerous game of cat and mouse. He won com- 
fortably by 5 and 4. 

The Evans-Anderson match proved a des- 
perate struggle. Anderson soon got back the 
two holes he lost in the morning, going along 
with thet controlled ferocity that marks a 
man who has been down and thinks he will 
soon be up. Evans did not look comfortable, 
but he stuck to it gamely fore while. 

Anderson was one up at the turn. Evans 
squared, but Anderson again went one ahead. 
With five to play both parties now showed 
considerable signs of having had quite as 
much golf as they wanted. There was, how- 
ever, & dourness and grim fixity of purpose 
about Anderson which Evans lacked. He 
abandoned his most unprofitable safety tac- 
tics of the morning and boldly took his 
Grives, getting away with some fine shots. 


Evans Weak at Finish. 
Anderson became dormie two at the six- 


\ teenth, which he played magnificently, and. 
ncling out a good putt for a four on the 


deventeenth green, won the match. 

As regards sheer playing ability, Evans 
Was the better man, but he lacks at present 
the great heart of a great match player and 
fades slowly away towards the end of day. 


It is a gréat pity, for he is truly a beautiful 


golfer 
The final thus resolves itself into New York 


versus Boston. New York has supreme con- 
fAdence in Travers. In the sense that he has 
been a little uncertain, he may not be quite 
at the top of his game, but when once he 
jis wound up to it he is almost sure to play 
well. Anderson may give him a hard fight, 
but all doubt if he has quite the game in him 
to win. ‘

Harry Endicott, Who was killed in an auto- 
mobile rice accident at Jackson, Mich,, yes- 
tetday, Was a familiar figure in the sport of 
motor car racing. He had competed in the 
most Important road and track events of the 
last few yeurs and had been seen in action 
on the leading American courses. He was 
$2 years old and was a brother of Wild Bill” 
Endicott, who also is a facing driver. 

Harry started driving racing cars at the 
old Harlem track, making his debut at the 
wheel of a Columbia on July 4, 1904. He 
wae identified with the Peerless, Columbia, 
and Pope-Hartford cars until 1906, when he 
temporarily retired. In 1010 he agaln took 
the whéel, driving Cole, E-M-F, and Great 
Werterbp cars in Indtanapalls speedway 
events. 


Drove in Many Contests. 

During the same year Endicott drove a 
Kise@lkar in the Illinois trophy and Elgin 
national races. At Fairmount park, Phila- 
delphia, Dallas, Loulsville, and Cincinnati he 
piloted a Cole car and in 1911 he participated 
in the 300 mile race over the Indianapolis 
speedway, handing an Inter-State machine 

Endicott competed in twelve races in 1912 
As relief driver for his brother Bill, after his 
owh machitie had broken down, he drove 390 miles 
éf the 500 mile Indianapolis Speedway race and 
receivéd credit for winning fifth place. Later, in 
Galveston, Tex., he won six firsts and in the 
twenty-five mile free for all he took second money. 
At Elgin Endicott again added to his reputation as 
a clever driver, when he won the Jencks trophy 
with a Mason car, breaking the record for the class 
by ix miles an hour. 


Won Wisconsin Trophy. 


Last fall ndteott won the Wisconsin challenge 
tropohy in the Milwaukee races, dfiting a Mason 
machine, This year Harry hooked up with Henry 
Nybere ot Anderson, Ind., and drove Nyberg cars. 
He competed in the Elgin race of Aug. 29, ahd was 
entered in the Elgin National race on the second 
day, but was unable to compete on account of 
having collapsed during the running of the contest 
on the preceding day.

Mack Wilson, who was doing the driving, 
took Kirby Star back at once, leaving Rob- 
ert Barron out in front, and he won in 2:18 
with Diamond Dispute a close second. 


Contest Goes to Five Heats. 
Then the race developed into a fine contest 
between Diamond Dispute and the trotter 


Copeland, the former driven by Jim Callahan, who 
handied him perfectly at every stage, while the 
trotter was piloted by Harry Putnam and went 
a good race. The third, fourth, and fifth heats 
went to Diamond Disputs in 2°17, 2:17%, 2:17%, an 
extra good performance when it is considered the 
horse already bad won one race at thé meeting.

George M. Reynolds Points Out 
Operating Difficulties of 
Wilson System. 


DANGER IN WITHDRAWAL

Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.—{Special.}— 
The practical difficulties of inaugurating and 
opertaing the banking system proposed in the 
administration currency bill were explained 
to the senate committee on banking and cure 
rency today by George M. Reynolds, presi- 
dent of the Continental and Commercial Na- 
tional bank of Chicago. 

Getting down to cold figures, Mr. Reynolds 
showed the senators how the reserve re- 
quirements of the measure would drain the 
banks of their resources to a dangerous ex- 
tent and probably upset business conditions 
throughout the country. 

Then he proposedia different treatment of 
the funds required of the banks whereby one- 
third of the amount should consist of redis- 
counts. 

The members of the committee were notice- 
ably impressed by the figures presented by 
Mr. Reynolds. At the close of the hearing it 
was evident that a number of the Democratic 
members of the body are becomir, more dis- 
satisfied with the administration bill. 


Shows Reserve Requirement, 

Mr. Reynolds showed that the reserve re- 
quirement by the proposed system would 
total $968,820,000, consisting of $447, 900,000 of 
money in vault and $520,330,000. credits with 
federal banks. 

Counting reserve of 83 1-3 per cent in law- 
ful money which federal reserve banks would 
be obliged to carry, against $520,330,000 banks 
would carry with them, the reserve in lawful 
money againet deposits in both classes of 
banks would have to de $621,800,000—or 8.7 
per cent.“ said Mr. Reynolds. : 

“Tt will de seen the amount of lawful 
money banks would then have on hand would 
be $447,900,000, as compared to $913,000,000 
under existing laws. This would release 
$465,100,000 in lawful money which banks 
could use im deposting their reserves in fed- 
eral reserve banks. 

Points Out Practical Way. 

“Tt seems to me that the most natural 
as well as the practical way would be as 
follows: : 

Inasmuch as under the new requirements 
for reserves that will have been made effeo- 
tive, the amount of lawful money now car- 
ried by banks in excess of amount that will 
then be required, or 9405, 100, 000, can be 
turned over to the federal reserve banks 
without inconvenience, the balance ef the 
amount necessary to furnish the 8700, 300. 000 
required can be rediscounts of $235, 230,000. 

„At that point the federal reserve banks 
would have $465,100,000 in lawful money 
against whieh they would have loaned to na- 
tional banks 238.20, 000. 

The government in completing its deposit 
of $200,000,000 will pay into the federal re- 
serve banks an additional $125,000,000 in gold. 


Huge Holding of Gold. 

“That will make the holding, of gold, or 
lawful money by the federal reserve banks 
$590, 100,000. » 

“ This would give the federal reserve banks 
a lawful money reserve of 81 per cent, and. 
with a reserve requirement of 33 1-3 per 
cent, would give it an ability to extend credits 
to banks on rediscounts of $810,000,000 in 
addition to the $235,230,000 abave referred 
A possible contraction of $1,800,000,000 in 
the present structure of bank credits was 
given by James B. Forgan, president of the 
First National bank of Chicago, as his esti- 
mate of the reduction that would have to be 
made in present loans, to meet the changed 
conditions.

LOOK FOR A COMET TONIGHT; 
’ IT’S RUSHING TOWARD EARTH. 


“Chicago’s Boy Astronomer” Will Be on 
Watch Following Discovery of Stran- 
ger by Vermont Star Gazer. * 


An unexpected comet, diacovered only last 
Monday, is rushing toward the earth with 
such speed that it soon will be visible to 
the naked eye. It is of the ninth magnitude. 
Chicago astronomers are making prepara- 
tions to observe-the comet tonight, and at- 
tempts will be made to photograph it. 

Frederick C. Leonard. Chicago's boy as- 
tronomer and president of the Society for 
the Practical Study of Astronomy, will make 
the first Chicago observation of the comet at 
his observatory, 1838 Madison park. He de- 
clares the discovery of the stranger will upset 
many astronomical theories and calculations. 

The comet was seen on Monday night by the 
Rev. Joel Metcalf in his observatory at South 
Hero, Vt. He communicated his discovery to 
Mr. Leonard, but did not make it public. The 
comet will be known as Metcalf’s comet.” 

In astronomical terms, the comet is located 
in the constellation “lynx.” Its right ascen- 
sion is 6 hours and 50 minutes and its declina- 
tion is 57 degrees. Its shape is round, and 
the center appears to be solid. 

At first it was thought the comet might 
be headed directly toward the earth.

Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
Chicago schools, is regarded as having won 
a clinching victory yesterday as the ressult 
of a conference held with Mayor Harrison. 
The only other person present was Peter 
Reinberg, president of the board of education. 

From the statement made later by the 
mayor his ideas—tantamount to the law in 
the premises—were as follows: 


Mrs. Young shall be in supreme 
control, or “bess” of the schools. 


She shall select the text books and 
her choice shall be ratified by the 
board of education. 


The board shall concern itself 
chiefly with the business end of school 
adminiatration. 


Mrs. Young's call on the mayor was the re- 
sult of correspondence prior te and follow- 
ing the declination of the board of education 
to accept her resignation. The superinten- 
dent emerged happy and smiling and Mayor 
Harrison said he had found he and Mrs. 
Young coincided on many educational ideas 
and clashed on none. 


Favors Czar Rule for Schools, 

“I believe the superintendent of schools 
should be superintendent in fact as well as 
in name—should, in short, be boss of the 
works,” said the mayor. 

Several years ago I appointed a com- 
mission of which Dr. William Rainey Har- 
per, then president of the University of Chi- 
cago, was chairman. This committee made 
an exhaustive study of school affairs. I at- 
tended most of their meetings and gained 
considerable information. I agreed with

UNIDENTIFIED BODY FOUND;

Pockets of Man Turned Out and Wound

Federal Judge K. M. Landis 
Refuses Habeas Corpus to 
Two Detectives. 


UPHOLDS LOWER COURT. 


State’s Attorney Hoyne yesterday lost the 
second legal battle he has conducted within 
the last three days to prevent two of 
his personal detectives from being taken 
to Michigan on indictments charging 
them with kidnaping Charles Scharten- 
berg, an employé of Tam TRrispuns, and his 
wife, Marth, by means of a fugitive war- 
rant obtained by deceit. 

Judge Landis in the United States District 
court refused to issue a writ of habeas cor- 
pus for Detectives James Carlin and Thomas 
Flanntgan, declaring he would not review 
the decision of Judge Brentano, chief justice 
of the Criminal court, who on Wednesday 
refused to release the men. 

The men were placed in the custody cf 
Sheriff Zimmer. with instructions to turn 
them over to the sheriff of Ottawa county, 
Michigan, at noon today unless an appeal to 
the United States Supreme court is taken 
by that time. 

Such an appeal, Judge Landis intimated, 
would be fruitless, as the legal points in ques- 
tion have been decided frequently. but he 
permitted the attorney for the detectives 
time to take such an appeal if he wished to 


do #0. 


Rebukes Attitude of Hoyne. 

The attitude of the state’s attorney in at- 
tempting to free the men for whom extradi- 
tion papers were iasued by Gov. Dunne and 
who were refused freedom on writs of habeas 
corpus by Judge Brentano, came in for addi- 
tional criticlam from the federal judge. 

When the petition for a writ was presented 
to Judge Landis on Wednesday Assistant 
State’s Attorney Bliss appeared declaring he 
represented the state’s attorney and the 
sheriff, and that both officials desired the 
release of the men. The judge, however, 
refused to hear the case unégil the sheriff 
was represented by his own attorney. Yes- 
terday John Stelk appeared. 

“Do you oppose the issuing of this writ?” 
asked the judge. 

“ No,” answered the attorney. The sheriff 
of Cook county is neutral. We have the 
men in custody and will deliver them when 
so ordered.” 


Bliss Says He Still Favors Writ. 

“But you still favor the writT’ was asked 
of Mr. Bliss, who replied in the affirmative. 

John C. Williams, who is attorney of rec- 
ora for the two detectives, then esked Judge 
Landis to review the findings of Judge Bren- 
tano, declaring he had no arguments to pre- 
sent which the Criminal court judge had not 
passed upon. 7 

Under questions from the bench Mr. Wil- 
Hams said his argument would be the same 
as that mace a few days before and Attorney 
Thomas Symmes stated he would merely 
be able to repeat the same argument in oppo- 
sition which was made before Judge Bren- 
tano by Louis Ousterhaus, state's attorney 
of Ottawa county. 

The court then Interrupted the lawyers to 
declare he would not issue the writ.

BY LAWYERS’ COUP; 
JEROME ARRESTED 


Order for Deportation of White’s 
Slayer Held Up by Full King’s 
Bench at Montreal. 


WILL GET HEARING SEPT, 15 


Nemesis of Fugitive, Caught in 
Poker Game; Faces Jail if He 
Leaves Coaticook. 


DOUBLE VICTORY FOR PRISONER 


Coaticook, Que., Sept. 5.— Harry K. Thaw 
will be produced before the full King’s bench, 
appeal side, at Montreal, on the moring of 
Sept. 15. Meanwhile he may be detained here 
or at Sherbrooke, or taken to Montreal on a 
moment's notice, at the discretion of the im- 
migration authorities. 

Two of his counsel, J. N. Greenshields and 
N. K. Laflamme, obtained a double writ— 
habeas corpus and prohibition—at Montreal 
today and whirled in a special train into Coa - 
ticook, where not long before the immigra- 
tion authorities had ordered Thaw's depor- 
tation from the dominion. 

Counsel for Thaw, who had remained in 
Coaticook, had announced that the wri 
returnable forthwith, and a special train was 
made up to take the prisoner to Montreal 
tonight. 


Big Crowd Cheers Thaw. 

A great crowd collected about the station 
where Thaw was confined, and it was not 
until 8 o'clock that it became known that 
he might remain here several days, because 
the writ is not returnable until Sept. 15. 

There were cheers when the writ arrived, 
and more cheers whenever Thaw appeared at 
the window of the detention room. When 
the special train pulled out for Montreal 
without Thaw aboard there were cries of 
disappointment, then more cheers when the 
news got abroad that for Thaw the new 
move meant ten days’ delay. 

Not only by the writ secured in Montreal 
but by the action of his attorneys on appeal 
did Thaw today block his deportation. In 
addition he had the pleasureable knowledge 
that his old enemy, William Travers Jerome, 
had been arrested charged with gambling. 

Meantime the special board of inquiry or- 
dered Thaw's deportation to Vermont under 
two clauses of the immigration act, namely, 
that he had entered Canada by stealth and 
bac’ within five years been an inmate of an 
institution for the insane. From both these 
decisions Thaw's lawyers appealed. 


Immigration Officials Powerless. 

The immigration officers, headed by B. 
Blake Robertson, were powerless, and Thaw 
remained in the detention room over the 
Grand Trunk railway station. Finally the 
Thaw lawyers in Montreal, J. N. Green- 
shields and N. K. Laflamme, chartered a 
special train and came here with the writ 
itself, serving it this evening. 

Jerome’s arrest was due to two causes 
and was not prompted in any way by the 
Thaw lawyers. One and all, they expressed 
indignation at the move and said they were 
ready to aid him. What the arrest really 
signified was the state of public opinion here, 
as decidedly pro-Thaw and more decidedly 
anti-Jerome. 

Mr. Jerome left town in his automobile 
this afternoon. It was explained that he 
“had gone for à cide." His case is set for 
hearing before a magistrate tomorrow 
morning- 


Hasty Hearing Favors Thaw. 

Montreal, Sept. 5.—With a hasty hearing 
before the local court of appeals, a mad race 
through the streets in an automobile car to 
a special train, and a record run to Coati- 
cook, attorneys for Harry K. Thaw today 
played a trump card. 

In accordance with a writ of habeas corpus 
issued by Justice Cross, sitting in appeals 
in conjunction with Justice Gervais, the 
immigration authorities are called upon to 
produce Thaw in the local court Sept. 15, 
when his case will be taken under considera- 
tion by the full bench. 

Application, for right to appeal from the 
decision Justice Hutchinson in refusing 
to grant a writ of prohibition to restrain 
the immigration inquiry from proceeding 
with its deliberations also was granted. 


Finding Surprises Jerome. 

Norton's Mills, Vt., Sept. 5.—Late today 
William Travers Jerome, anticipating the 
deportation of Harry Thaw by way, of this 
place, arrived in his automobile. When word 
came that Thaw'e lawyers had secured a writ 
of habeas corpus ordering his appearance at 
Montreal Mr. Jerome was visibly disap- 
pointed. ; 

Mr. Jerome expressed the intention early in 
the evening of starting at once for Montreal, 
but afterward decided to remain here until 
morning.

Tide Turns at New York After 
Decline in First Part 
of the Week. 


RAIL NEWS BIG FACTOR, 


Bullish Enthusiasm, However, 
Lacking Over Crop and 
Money Outlook. 


New York, Sept. 5.-—The tide turned in the 
stock market today and prices gained gen- 
erally after a steady decline in the earlier 
days of the week. It required no great 
amount of buying to bring about the upturn, 


The readiness with which the list responded 


to moderate bidding indicated that the week's 
selling hed been largely professional, and 
that it had expanded the short interest to a 
point which made it vulnerable. 

The rise was regarded merely as a natural 
rebound from the previous decline, and there 
was no evidence of awakening interest on the 
long side of the market. The uncertain out- 
look for the money market and unfavoreble 
crop reports, were sufficient to restrain any 
bullieh enthusiasm. 


Rail Stock News Factor. 

Aside from the strong technical position of 
the market, the most potent factor in bring- 
ing about the rise was the announcement that 
more than 90 per cent of Union Pacific's 
holdings of Southern Pacific had been sub- 
scribed for, instead of about 80 per cent, as 
was at first estimated by the underwriters, 
The Harriman shares rose sharply on the 


announcement. 

Galns of many important stocks ran from 1 to 8 
points, although they were scaled down frac- 
tionally by profit taking during the afternoon. 
Copper shares were favored by the advance in the 
metal to 1640. 

Movements of currency in the last day or two 
were less against the banks than earlier in the 
week and forecasts of the bank statement in- 
dicated a Smaller cash loss than expected.
